How to take care of Christmas Poinsettias 


Angela Hughes 
County Extension Avent 


Vibrant red poinsettias are the 
usual picks for the holiday sea 
son. However, there are a wide 
variety of othercolors including 
pink, white, marbled, speckled 
and yellow 

Bracts, the colorful parts of 
the poinsettia. are actually mod- 
ified leaves. The poinsettia 
flower is small, yellow and in 
the middle of the bracts 

To ensure you hive'a beaut 
ful plant throughout the season 
and a long-living: houseplant 
beyond that. time. ‘the work, 
begins before you leave the 
store, 

First, buy a high-quality 
plant. The plant. you choose 
Should have flowers just begin- 
ning to open, orhetter. still. the 
plant should’ have fully, colored 
bracts with the flower buds still 
green and very tightly. closed. 

The ‘plant-should have dark 
preen leaves. attached from the

bracts to almost the base of the 
plant. The leaves should be 
completely free of disease and 
insects 

Before you leave the. store, 
ask’ for a protective sleeve :so 
frigid wind or rain. won't hit the 
plant as. you transport it. Blasts 
of cold air of less than 50 F can 
severely shock a plant and result 
in leaf drop. 

Place poinsettias in a good 
location for its growing needs, 
even if such a location is not the 
most prominent place to display 
it, You'can put the plant on dis- 
play when you have company. 
Poinsettias. thrive in bright, but 
not ‘direct, sunlight. Put them 
near a sunny window. Direct 
sunlight could. discolor ‘the 
bracts. On ‘the other hand, low 
light ‘can cause’, poinsettias _ to 
lose leaves, 

Poinsettias~ won't » tolerate 
moisture extremes so don't keep 
potting mix too wet or too dry. If 
allowed to dry out too much, the 
plants wilt, and: drop leaves, If 
they’ remain in standing water, 


root.not may. occur, which caus- 


es plants to decline. 

Keep poinsettias away from 
heat. vents and outside doors or 
windows and try to keep the 
temperature at. 70 For lower. 
Setting the plant’s container in a 
gravel-filled pan containing 
water will keep: the humidity 
higher around ~ the’ plant. 
However, don’t let the bottom of 
the pot stand in water. 

Poinsettias..can live many 
years because they ‘re perennial 
plants. They are usually most 
attractive in the home. for two to 
four weeks but can last six to 
eight weeks if they receive 


excellent care. The maturity of 
poinsettia plants when pur- 
chased also plays a role in their 
longevity, 

Don't — fertilize poinsettia 
plants until after Christmas. Use 
a soluble fertilizer at a rate of 
about 1/4-teaspoon per gallon of 
water. This should be done once 
a month until April, 

In early April, cut the plant 


back .to six to eight inches .in 
height and place it in. the shade 
outside. Keep the plant watered. 
Fertilize the poinsettia regularly 
when. new. growth begins. You 
may have to. prune your plant 
some during the summer to keep 
it bushy. But don’t prune any- 


more.after September: 1. In June, 


repot the poinsettia to a larger 
pot. Use a potting mix similar in 
composition to the one which 
it’s Currently growing. Bring the 
plant indoors before threat of 
cool weather. 

Poinsettias can be induced to 
rebloom, The process. begins In 
October: Even if reblooming. is 
successfully achieved, the plant 
is usually of inférior quality to 
those purchased each year.

The ‘celebration, of New 
Year's started about 4000 years 
ago in ancient Babylon, in 
which the Babylonians partied 


for eleven days straight. Around 


2000-BC, the new year began 
with the first New Moon after 
the Vernal Equinox, or first day 
of Spring. This.is actually a 
more logical time to, begin a 
new year rather than January 1, 
since spring is the season of 
rebirth and blossoming. 

The Romans continued to 
observe the New, Year in late 
March but the Roman emperors 
tampered with the calendar so 
much thatit became unsynehro 
nized with the sun, So, in \1SA 
BC; the Roman senate decided 
to set things straight, declaring 
January | New Year's Day. The 
tampering continued until about 
100 years later, when Julius 
Caesar, in 46, BC, established 
what is now called the Julian 
calendar. January | ‘remained 
New Year’s Day, but to keep the 
ealendar synchronized with, the

Every yearquitea few Alabama hunters find out why their shoot 
ing skills have been below par’Cross-dominance” 18) often. the 
problem When shooting at aerial targets, whether Ilve birds or clay 
turgets, our dominant eye transmits information about the target 10 
ourebrain 

Fortunately for most of us the dominanteye corresponds with the 
“dominant hand” so’ to speuk. Most pedple who are’ right handed 
have a dominant nght eve and vice Versa. The problem in shooting 
occurs when this.is- reversed, especially for shotgun shooters 

Determingng- the master or dominanteye ts quite simple. Extend 
youuirm and make a ciréle With the mumhb and index finger of your 
right hand and-look through the circle at a doorknob or other small 
objectin the room: First look at the object with. both eyes open keep: 
ing the object centered in the virele made by the index finger and 
thumb, Now close the lett eve while keeping your hand sull, If the 
object stays in the circle your ight eve 1s dominant, if the object 
seems 10 jump out of the cirgle several inches, then the lefleye is 
dominant 

Another way 'to determine which eye is dominant iy for someone 
to stand facthg you while you center their nose In a circle made with 
your thumb and tides’ finger. When the other person looks back at 
you through the circle you haye made, the eye that the Other person 
lines up.on through the circle iy your master eye, Cross-dominance 
(left.eyed and. right handed or vice versa) can be corrected or com- 
pensated for relatively easily, The best way 8 to change shoulders 
to match up with the dominant eye. This suggestion is often not 
received well, especially with older shooters, but itis much easier to 
adapt to than it appears 

My son, Benji, wus a decent marksman when he first started 
shooting (right handed) with a BB ‘gun and .22 rifle, but-l knew 
something was wrong when we started shooting clay targets, The 
problem was cross-dominance, He was right handed with a domi 
nant left eye, | persuaded hini to try shooting left handed and his 
shooting score improved. considerably after shooting. left handed 
became second nature 

Shooters who have cross:dominance, but feel they just cannot 
switch shoulders can place a patch or small strip, of tape on the 
glisses of the dominant eye so that it blots out the target, forcing the 
other eye to take Over dnd temporarily: become the dominant eye 

Those of us who are fortunate enough to not haye.a cross-domi 
nant problem can create a simple scenario to simulate the problem 
If you are right eyed/right handed mount your shotgun and close 
your righteye. The problem is instantly obyious 

If you have a friend who 1s shooting poorly, ask them if they 
know which eye is dominant. You just may help them improve thet 


shooting skill,
